Cure of Hydrophobia. 


Attested by the late Dr. Turnbull. 


Robert Dixon, a weaver, of Norham- 
Mains, near Berwick, was bitten by a d 
knewn to be mad, on the 30th of July, 
1761; and what is very uncomipon in 
this case, was attacked.on the same day in 
which he received the bite with pains in 
the wounds whigh the rabid anima! had 
made on the outside of his leg, ahout two 
inches above the ancle. These pains ex- 
tended to the knee, and gradually ascend- 
ed to his thigh, from thence to his stom- 
ach, occasioning sickness in that organ, 
and great weights and oppression on his 
chest. These sensations daily increased 
to the 18th of August, when every symp- 
tom became more and more severe, suc- 
ceeded with violent convulsion and spas- 
modic strictures in the throat, which 
threatened immediate suffocation, partic- 
ularly when any fuid-was presented to 
him. These symptoms were accompa- 
nied with every other dreadful indication 
of Hydrophobia. That Robert Dixon was 
perfectly recovered in the September ful- 
lowing, and was living, and in good health 
at the time this account was first publish- 
ed, being a period of 23 years after the in- 
jury was received.” 

The mode of treatment was as follows : 
ist. To the wounded leg a caustic was 
applicd, which was kept discharging from 
the first commencement of the symptoms, 
till some time after the cure. 

2d. The leg was frequently bathed with 
warm oil. 

3d. A tea-spoon full of the following e- 
lectuary was administered two or three 
times a day: Peruvian Bark, in powder, 
two ounces; Valerian, in powder, one 
ounce ; Cinnabar of Antimony,one ounce ; 
Musk, halfadrachm ; Conserve of Worm- 
wood, four ounces ; Syrup of Saffron, a 
sufficient quantity to form an electuary. 
Opium was also liberally given to assuage 
the irritation and spasms. To the throat 
was apphed a plaister composed of Opium, 
Musk, Camphor, Assafetida, and Gum 
Galbanam. 

The last application seemed to be more

Lord Sidmouth aske# if he was then to 
consider the arrangement made by his 
Majesty’s minister in America as wholly 
unauthorised ? 

Ear] Batharst answered in the affirma- 
tive. 

Earl Grey thought from the expression 
used by the noble Earl that some instruc- 
tions had’ been given to Mr. Erskine to 
make certain concessions, which the fatter 
might have misunderstood. From.the ar- 
rangement, as published in the newspa- 
pers, it seemed as if the measures adopted 
hac been preconcerted, for every thiny fol- 
lowed in such order, that it was almost 
impossible to believe but what Mr. Erskine. 
of whose ability he had the highest opw- 
ion, conceived that he was acting strict}: 
according to his instructions. It must b 
evident that by the disavowal of this ai 
Tangement, the difficulties in the further 
negociation with America would be ma- 
terially increased and when known in A- 
merica, it might give rise to some impu- 
tations against the couracter and good 
faith of this country, under the impressio: 
that a trick had been resorted to for the. 
sake of obtaining a little temporary ad 
vantage for ourselves. A fearfui respon- 
sibility, therefore, rested upon ministers, 
and investigation might take place 

The Eari of Liverpool agreed that the 
disavowal of this arrangement must ne- 
cessarily increase the difficulties in the 
negociation with America; but that could 
not be imputed to ministers, as in making 
the arrangement, Mr. Erskine had not on- 
Jy acted unauthorised Ly his instructions, 
but in direct contradiction to his instruc- 
tions ; he thought it necessary to state 
this distinctly, us the Noble art appeared 
to have misunderstood his Noble Friend 
Care would be taken in the Order, which 
would appear as soon as the course of bu- 
siness would allow, that those vesse!s 
which, in the mean time, had sailed in 
consequence of the confidence reposed in 
the arrangement made in America, should 
be excluded from the operation of that cr- 
der. and that those persons who had thus 
en varked their goods should not be losers. 
As to the discussion of the subject, Minis- 
ters would be anxious, when the proper 
time arrived, that every possible informa- 
ticn should be given to Parliament. 

We have already stated that a commu 
nicauon has been made to a deputation «' 
m: rchants, stating, that although our gov- 
ernment have found then selves under a 
necessity of disapproving of the proceec - 
ings of Mr Erskine. they feel themselve 
bound. im order to the preserving the pub 
Jic faith, to make an order to protect ai. 
American vessels which shall sail fron 
the U. States subsequent to the 9th 
June, for a himited time ; that innocent 11 
dividuals, Meaning to carry on a legiti 
mate trade may not be surprised by cv) 
demnations in an intercourse they had re: 
son to believe lawful— And in order top 
British subjects as nearly as possible o 
tie same footing as Americans, a commu 
nication has also been made to the me: 
chants, that Licenses will be granted t 
ali who shall apply for them, to expor: 
freely to Holland, during such time as 
that trade shall be open to America. ht 
appears to us, however that the relief wili 
be very short of what could be wished, be: 
cause the Americans must have a great 
advantage in a direct intercourse for Co- 
lonial produce, &c, but we are not aware 
that much more could by any possibility 
be done, under the distressing circumstan- 
ces in which this country is placed, by 
what has jately occurred in America. 

Since writing the above, we have been 
made acquainted with some further partic 
ulars ; a deputation of merchants waited 
yesterday upon the board of trade, to 
learn what was meant in relation to them- 
Selves and their commerce, under the pr: 
sent circumstances, whereby it should ap-

Saturday's Gazettes Was first read lo tuem - 
from which they learned, that Mr. Tage 
kine had entered info arrongements for 
which he possessed no authority whater- 
vt from his Majesty's government at 
home, which arrangements could not of 
course be ratified; yet that his Majesty 
being still disposcd to grant as rreat in- 
dulgence #8 the present ‘circumstances 
would admit to the merchapts of the U 
States, had therefore made it known, that 
all vessels, sailing from America upon the 
strength of Mr. Erskine’s void agreement, 
between the 9th of June and the 9th of 
Jugust ensuing, would be permitted to 
oroceed to Holland direct, with their car- 
-ocs unmolested, notwithstanding the 
ports of Holland are declared to be in a 
state of blockade. This being the case, 
the next topic of inquiry was, what con- 
cessions Were to be made to British 
merchants trading to the same ports i 
rder to place them on an equal footing 
with the Americans ;—they were inform- 
ed, as we have already said, that they 
were to have licences granted them for 

that purpose. ' 

The deputation considered this relief 
to be extremely inadequate. Lord Ba- 
thurst said to the gentlemen, * You are 
nearer to the Continent than America, 
and therefore, with facilities which we 
shall grant you, your merchandize being 
first there the markets will be glutted with 
it before the American shipsarrive.” To 
this it was replied, that America belng a- 
ble to supply articles ata much less ex- 
pence, the continental traders would wait 
the arrival of their ships. This may 
be the case; but we do not see that 
any measure government could adopt, 
could remedy this evil, cxcept the mea- 
sure of interdicting American vessels 
from proceeding on their voyage to Hol- 
land and other places, it) consequence of 
Mr. Erskine’s arrangement ; a measure 
which could not be adopted with any pro- 
priety towards the American merchants, 
who, believing, as of course they could 
not do otherwise than believe, Mr. Ers- 
kine to have acted according to the or- 
ders of his government, had shipped arti- 
cles for Europe. We confess, however, 
that we should rather have. seen a less 
time allowed than two months from-the 9th 
or 10th of next June = [t would, perhaps, 
have been better to have sent oui a disa- 
avowal of Mr. Erskine’s arrangement as’ 
soon as possible. It would have reached 

America by the end of June, and the lib- 
erty to proceed to the ports of Holland 
should save been refused to all ships that 
should not sail within a fortnight or three 
weeks after the notification of our disa- 
vowal should have reached the different 
American ports. 

Another hardship was laid before the 
bourd of trade, the hardship of those who 
iad filled Heligeland and various other de- 
pots, with merchandize to be imported into 
‘Tolland and the North of Europe as oc- 
casion might serve, Which merchandize 
could no longer be sold at a. very reduced 
rate indeed, after it was known that Amer- 
ican vessels were to be permitted to pro- 
ceed to the Continental ports. 

This, no doubt, is a great hardship up- 
on our Merchants, but here again we ask, 
whether government could apply any 
remedy for it, except interdicting Ameri- 
can vessels from proceeding at all to 
Dutch ports ; an interdiction that would

‘Mr. John Hall and several other gentle- 
men stated the inconveniences that would

| could not be enjoyed by the British mer- 


ehant, who had all the difficulties of a 
contraband intercourse to struggle with. 
The matter, they said, was not taken up 
onthe particular interests of any individ- 
ual merchants, but on the general ground 
of the justice demanded of his majesty’s 
government, that the citizens of a foreign 
state, like the republic of America, should 
not derive from the indulgence of this 
crown a benefit to the injury of the sub- 
On these grounds 
they proposea a series of resolutions, to be 
laid before the board of trade, explanatory 
of their views of the fit line of conduct to 
be Observed im the presen: embarrassing 
circumstances.

He did not even see which ever Way the 
matter might be determined, whether 
more or less time were given to the Trans- 
Atlantic trader, that the permanent inter- 
ests of the West India merchants were 
concerned mM the result; he did however 
Uiscover, that by the supply directly from 
America to Hollanda great number of 
respectable buyers of colovial produce here 
would be taken out of the market; and 
thus the immediate sales of that species 
of property would be obstructed. Perhaps 
in preference te resaltitions, the ground of 
comphiint would with more propriety: be 
stated in the form of a memorial; but 
probably if more solemnity in the pro- 
ceeding were required this might be done 
in a future stage 

After some further remarks from Mr. 
Hibbert, Me. Coor, Mr. Atkins. and from 
the Chairman, the Resolutions, of which 
the following is the substance, were pas- 
sed unanimously : 

That the Order in Council, of the “6th 
of April would probably arrive about five 
days before the arrangement of Mr. i.rs- 
kine could have taken effect ; and that by 
this order, the Americans would be ap- 
prized that such an arranrement would 
not be sanctioned —That the time pro- 
posed to be given to the Americans would 
prejudice the British Merchants, by ena- 
bling them to pour in their produce imto 
the ports of Holland and the Baltic, at 
much less prices than we could supply 
them. That good faith is as necessary to 
be exercised by Government to the na. 
tives, as to aliens, and that the Orders of 
Council of November 1807 were a piedge 
to the British Merchents, that the system 
of rigour adopted in those Orders should 
be exercised against France and her de- 
pendeacies, as long as the Edicts of Berlin 
continued. 

That the Order of Council of the 26th 
of April fast was inconsistent with that 
pledge, and militated ayainst the interest 
of the British merchant. That itis es- 
sential tothe \‘Sest Incha trade that the 
Americans should not ship colonial pro 
duce to Holland direct. That there is a 
great quantity of colonial produce in A- 
merica ready tobe shipped off. which will 
be sent to Eollund if the time proposed be 
conceded to the Americans, by which th: 
markets will be glutted, and closed upon 
the British merchant. That at all events, 
the ships which have saHed, or may sail 
from America, which have not, or shail 
not be under the late arrangement destin- 
ed to Holland, should not be permitted to 
enter the ports of Holland, or to take out 
licences from hence for such a purpose. 
That the Committee do this day (i riday) 
uttend the appointed interview with the 
Board. 

With the preceding instructions, the 
Committee, at half past two, waited on 
the Board of Trade, when. Lord Bathurst 
informed the Gentlemen attending, that 
the particulars they had stated would be 
immediately taken into consideration, and 
that an answer would be given if they 
would favour him with an interview, at 
the same hour this day. It was, howev- 
er, intimated by his Lordship, that the 
Board would probly so far accede to the 
wishes of the Merchants, as tu vary the 
time of the proposed concession from the 
‘Oth August tothe 20th July, and fur- 
ther, “that af all events the shipping 
which have sailed. or may sat] from Amer- 
ica, which have not been, or shall not bx 
under the late arrangement. destined for 
Hotiand, should not be permitted to enter 
the ports of Holland, or take out licences 
from hence for such a purpose.”

Important Questions and Plain 
Answers. 
lst. Has the British Minister, Mr. Erskine, 
in the arrangement made with cur Govern- 
ment, deviated from his instructions ? 
This is a question of faet, the solution 


of which depends upon a compartson of fF 


his instructions with the correspondence 
between our Secretary of State and him- 
self. 
of the instructions, every intelligent man 
will be competent to form a correct opin- 
ion for himself. Meanwhile, the pre- 
sumption is unfavorable to Mr. Erskine. 
His authority is disavowed by his own 
Government, and no candid mind can ad- 
mit a belief thac Mr Canning would ex- 
pose himself to the folly and infamy of 
asserting a falseliood, and furnishing tae 
Parliament and the world with the means 
of detecting it. 

2d. Admitting that the British Minister 
has exceeded his authority, is his Govern- 
ment bound by hie act ? 

By the law and universal practice of 
nations, a treaty or convention made by 
a public Minister is not binding unul 
ratiied by his Sovereign. The right to 
ratify would be a nullity, unless it im- 
plied the power of deliberating, of com- 
paring the treaty with the instructions and 
of rejecting at discretion the unauthori- 
acd acts of the Minister. Itis weli under- 
stood tlrat Ministers are always furnished 
with private instrections, and the Govern- 
ment who negotiaics with them, takes the 
chance of theiracting imconformity with 
their powers. They sometimes assume a 
responsibility. which is cither justified or 
condemned by their Sovereigns according 
tocircumstances Our own country furnish- 
es examples of both cases. Messrs.Jay and 

.dams, Were instructed by Congress, thro’ 
the influence of the French party which has 
existed from that time to the present, te 
make no peace with Great-Britain except 
with the privity of the French Cabinet. 
They discovered the perfidy of that C. b- |

inet, and disvegarded theie instructions: 
Me. Chancellor Livingston, then Secreta- 
ty of Foreign APiirs, reprimanded them 
for their conduct, but complimented them 
upon the merits of the treaty, and was 
ratified. But Messrs. Monroe and y inke 
ney concluded another treaty with Great- 


son rejected it Witwoul cven consulling 
the senate. A Ration is indeed bound: ” 
honor, and by the principles of justice 
and the duty of scli-respet, to see that 
those Governments who treet with her 
accredited agent, shall sustain no etri- 
ment by their misiakes or roisconduct. 
But every man know, that in @ private 
tonicern,a principal 1s not hound Beyond 
the terms of an authoriny given to @ Sspe- 
cial agent. How much less can it be 1ui- 
agined that @ nation will submit is des- 
tinies to the uncontrouled discretion ofa 
minister ? Is it possible to believe if M1. 
Erskine had agreed to cede to the Unit- 
ed States Canada, the island of Jamnica, 
or a portion of the Britis naty, to dis- 
member his country, o”r to repeal the 
British navigation act without authority ; 
that his yovernment would be bound, to 
ratify his act and seal her rma! The pre- 
tension is absurd, Whose who advance 
it, if sincere in their opinions are referred 
to ull the writers upon tte modern Law 
of nations, and to invariable usage. 

3d. Is the President of the United States 
eulfiable for making this arrangement sulth 
Mr; Erskine ? ; 

I am of opinion that no blame can at- 
tach to the President, whether he saw Mr. 
Erskine’s instructions or otherwise. The 
Executive was under no obligation to re- 
quire an exhibition of the instructions, nor 
was the British Minister bound to disclose 
them. The general letters of credence 
were a sufficient foundation for the nego- 
tiation, and the offer of distinct proposi- 
tions afforded a just presumption of an au: 
thority to make the offer. Ifthe execu- 
tion on our part of the proposed arrange- 
ment, in the event of the dissent of G 
Britain might have proved disastrous to 
the country, the President ought to have 
insisted ona sight ofthe instructions:— 
But this he knew could not be a conse- 
quence; be was sure of disentangling us 
irom the net-work of our own foll.es and 
mistakes, and of restoring us tothe state 
quo ante insanivatem ; and was right to 
sieze the first occasion for this purpose 
ibis is upon the supposition of no notice 
ofthe contents of the instructions. On 
the other hand, if he was acquainted with 
these, and was s-tished that the stipula- 
‘ions required were such as he in virtuc 
of the teaty making power is willing to 
avcree to, and intends hereafter to meet; 
he was stl right im this mode of disen- 
cumbering the nation and bimsclf of th- 
existing »mpediment to ourcommerce and 
prosperity. 

4th. What isthe comparative state of our 
country, sufiposing the British Orders in 
Council should not be rescinded ? 

It is in all respects more eligible than it 
was the last year. It is the source that 
majority of the legislature of Massachu- 
setts and of all New-England, at least, 
Were anxious to arrive at. We are rid oi 
embargo, not-intercourse, non-inyporta 
tion and proclamation madness. ‘The re- 
cords of those follies are, we trust, doom 
ed tocternal sleep in the same pigeon 
holes with the dry dock and gun-boat mes- 
sages We have in substance the sam: 
advantages of commerce that we should 
enjoy HM these orders were repealed; for 
in that-event there would be no salety ina 
direct commerce with France or her de- 
pendencics, and all other commerce is 
now open to us. But what is of most con- 
s« quence, all obstacles to amicable neg »>- 
ciation with Great Britain are removed, 

‘and atreaty will probably be yet framed 

upon the fair basis of mutual concessions 
Hitherto we have jost nothing but our own 
chains. Let our good democrats be con- 
soled. Jf another embargo should be re- 
quired, they have only to say “ we will noz 
deliberate.”

Whatever may be the result of the pre- 
ent unhappy misunderstanding between 
‘ur government and that of Great Britain, 
‘itis the duty of public journalists to re- 














present every circumstance correctly and_ 


fairly, to treat the subject honestly and 
candidly, and to fix the blame where it 
justly belongs. He isan enemy to his 
country, Whatever may be his pretensions, 
who, on such an occasion, will attempt to 
mislead the judgment of the public— 
who will wilfully pervert the truth, and 
thus divert the torrent of popular indig- 
nation from its proper course. The peo- 
ple of the United States require no extra- 
neous excitements to induce them to do 
their duty, Should it prove, that Great 
Britain hud acted perfidiously in this af- 
fair, we have too much confidence in the 
patriotism of our fc low-citizens to believe, 
that she would find an advocate in this 
country: But if, on the contrary, it shall 
appear, that her ambassador has been too 
weak to understand his instructions, or too 
treacherous to obey them; and if she, 
disdaining to take advantage of the hon- 
orable confidence which we have repose d 
in the engagements of her minister, shall 
fulfil those engagements, until her disa- 
vowal shall have been oilicially promulga- 
ted in this country—then shall we be 
bound to give her credit for this act of 
justice, while we lament the occasion that 
Called it forth. 

The jacobin editors generally, and Sol- 
omon Southwick, in particular, are, at 
this momentous crisis, pursuing a course 
of conduct, which is highly reprehensible.
